suit a receiver Was appointed forthe church 
corporation.

It declares the corporation of the church 
dissolved, and that the voluntary religious 
sect now in existence has no right to. the 
corporate property, except the Temple block 
and buildings, which are set aside to it. It 


denies the intervention of a large numberof | 


individuals claiming the property. 
orders the real estate of the cor-| 
poration to be held by the 


receiver until the informations for the for- 
feiture of the same, brought by the Govern- 
ment, can be brought to a conclusion; and 
it declares that ali ot the personal property 
of the late corporation has become es- 
cheated to the Government. This point 
was the one most bitterly fought, as the 
property of the church was claimed on be- 
half of the incorporated Mormon sect as suc- 
cessor in interest to the late corporation, 
and by individuals who were meinbers of 


the corporation, and who intervened on be- | 


half of themselves and all other members 
of the corporation. 

Under the evidence the Court decided 
that neither the present church nor the in- 
dividuals had any legal claims; that all of 
the property had been held upon trusts, the 
sbyect of which was principally to uphold 
polygamy, and that these trusts were the 
only ones existing to which said property 
could be devoted. 

It furthermore decided that the present 
church still upholds, teaches and maintains 
polygamy, and that any dedication of prop- 
erty toit would be for the purpose of up- 
holding polygamy, and would be unlawful. 

fter reviewing exhaustively the evi- 
depvee the Court declares the property to 
belen 
law. The defendants have taken the case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
where it will be hotly contested.

After breaking open the 
door, Wade was found unconscious at his 
mother’s bed. He was taken out, but died 
in a few minutes. His mother was dead be- 
fore she was taken out. Mrs. Cates was 
not found until her limbs and arms were 
burned off, and she died in a short time. 
A shoeknife covered with blood and a bot- 
tle of paris green were taken from Wade’s 
pocket, and the indications are that he mur- 
dered the two women, and then suicided, 
the testimony before the Coro- 
ner tending to substantiate this 
theory.

Mrs. Cates was granted $1400 arrearage of 
pension and a regular pension of $10 a 
month. Wade illegally assumed her 
guardianship and appropriated the money 
to his own credit. Recently she complained 
to the G.A.R. t of her treatment b 
Wade. A legal guardian was appointed, 
and it was found that Wade had appropri- 
ated her money. Today Wade would have 
been compelled to account for the money, 
and it is presumed that he has been brood- 
ing over the matter so much that he became 
insane.

He then 
said that another man whose name he did 
not know jumped on him, and the two ex- 
ecuted a war-dance on his pro strate carcass, 
alternating the amusemen’ by using his 
head for a football. He says that he finally 
ot his pistol out and placing it against Mr, 
Lae ‘ey’s abdomen, ordering bim to desist, 
which he then did. He then left the saloon, 


to interfere to protect him. He said he 
would get out a warrant for Lacey’s arrest. 

A reporter called at the Olympic after the 
fight, and found quite a discrepancy be- 
tween Mr. Osborne’s statement and those 
of bystanders. One of the parties who wit- 
nessed the whole affair said that no ciub or 
stick was used, and that Lacey struck 
Osborne only with nis fists. He further 
said that as soon as it was Known that there 
was a fightin progress, the bystanders in- 
terfered and put a stop to the trouble. Itis 
hardly probable that there will be any 
arrests in the case.

She Finds Some Frienis to Bail Hér 
Out. 

_ The girl Clara, who was arrested in front 
of the St. Elmo Hotel, Sumlay evening, by 
Deputy Sheriff Sanchez, for using vulgar 
and obscene language, spent the night in 
jail, but yesterday she was out on the 
streets as gay and lively as ever. Yester- 
day morning John L, McCoy, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Coroner, called at the 
Sheriff's office and inquired for the officer 
wpe arrested Clara. Mr. Sanchez promptly 
acknowledged the responsibility for the 
act, when Mri McCoy told him that he 
wanted the girl released on bail. This 
Mr. Sanchez.tol@him that he could not do, 
and that Mr. MeCoy ~would lhiave to see a 
justice of the peace. Mr, McCoy then went 
to Sid Lacey, who accompanied him to 
Justice Taney, whén the girl’s bail was 
fixed at $7, and she was ordered released, 
thus virtually settling the case, as the bail 
will forfeited and she will never be 
brought to trial, at least. on this charge. 

Yesterday morning Mr, Burns, the pro- 
prietor of the Ramona lodging-house called 
at the Times office to deny that Clara had 
a room in his house. Later in the day it 
was stated asa fact that she had been in. 
the house, and occupied room No. 66, and a 
reporter called on Mr. Burns to be certain 
that no mistake had occurred. Mr. Burns 
was positive that’ no such party had ever 
been in his house, but stated that he had 
learned since his visitin the morning that 
two women were driven up to his place 
about 11 o’clock Friday night in a hack, and 
went up the stairs, His clerk, he says, fol- 
lowed them up and asked their business, 
but they did not make any reply, and went 
down the steps again in a few minutes. He 
is positive that they neyer stoppeda single 
night under his roof, 

Mr. MeCoy, who is evidently afraid that 
he may be identified with the girl Clara, 
sends the following ecard to Tue Times, 
from which the public can draw its own 
conclusions: 

MR. M’COY’S CARD. 

To the Editor of the Times: There ap- 
pears in the Express of this date an article 
in which my name and that of Mr. Sidney 
wacey are used without any warrant of fact. 
The statements contained in the Express 
are utterly faise in their bearing and in- 
tent. The facts are simply these. An ac- 
quaintance’ of mine, James MacDonald, 
came to me this morning and told 
me there was a party in jail charged 
with disturbing the peace, whom he 
wished to have released on bsil, but that 
neither he nor his friend had the necessary 
money.

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FIXED IT UP. 


DEPOT STREETS 


Railroader, \Finding His 


A 
Dishonored,+ Quietly Packs His 


“Grip” and Seeks Other Fields— 
The Curious Contract He Left 
Behind... 


The habitues of the quarter about the 
Southern Pacific depot, and on East Depot 
and Ann street, for several weeks have 
been whispering a scandal in which two 
railroad men andthe wife of one of them 
are the actors. The matter has been kept 
semi-secret, and very few outside the rail- 
road people and the friends of the parties 
directly interested have known anything of 
the affair, which, if the current rumors are 
true, involves the reputation of all the 
parties. A TimEs reporter was given an 
inkling of these stories, and yesterday 
started out to investigate them. 

“The men were both in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company when | 
the affair occurred, and both had charge of 
freight trains as eonductors. One of them, 
named Edward Howd, resided with his 
wife and a little boy of 4 years on East 
oe street in a tasty cottage. He and his 
wife bad been married for six years, and 
they had succeeded in getting a home com- 
fortably furnished, a portion of which was 
leased to lodgers. “he trouble on the 
domestic waters did not come from this 
source, but froma single man named George 
Wandling, who roomed at No, 111 Ann 
street, a couple of blocks southeast of the 
Howd household. Wandling and Howd 
made their trips at different times. Wand- 
ling is a short man, of about 27 years of 
age, with a black mustache and is rather 
good-looking. He has been living on Ann 
street for a couple of years, and is well 
known in that quarter of the city. Itis 
not known how he became acquainted in 
the Howd household, but it was probably 
through his being a brother freight con- 
ductor. 

Several weeks ago, rumor has it, Howd 
was sent out with a train, but he did not 
take it as far as usual for some unexplained 
reason. His arriyal heme Was undreamed 
of, and his wife and Wandling, it is 
alleged, were occupying the same piece of 
furniture in unseemly dalliance. ‘The out- 
raged husband, from all accounts, was the 
coolest of the trio, when he saw that his 
place had been usurped by his brother con- 
ductor. The guilty couple, seeing they 
were discovered, tried to put a good face on 


the matter, and the wife, it is 
alleged, asked her what he 
was going to do. e replied 


that he was packing up and was going to 
leave. Shethen inquired if he was goin 
to leave the boy behind, to which, it is said, 
he replied: “How do 1 know whether he is 
my son or not?”

For a week the aggrieved man hung about. 
the city, telling his acquaintances about the 
affair. During this time he determined to 
leave the city, but feeling sorry for his 
wife, and not wanting her or the boy to 
suffer, it is said he turned over all the 
‘household effects to her, and secured a con- 
tract from Wandling, whereby the latter 
agreed to marry her as soon as she could 
procure adivorece. itis said that, having 
procured this contract, he even went so far | 
as to furnish his wife with evidence against 
himself, so that.a divorce could be obtained 
by her. He then left for his old home, 
somewhere in the East. This is the last 
that was seen of him hereabouts. 

A reporter went to the house of Mrs. 
Howd yesterday, and, before going inside 
the gate, stopped to speak to a boy 
of about 4 years of age, whom he suspected 
of being Howd’s discarded child. He asked 
\the little fellow his name, and the boy very

As the reporter had been assured before 
going to the house that the Howd family re- 
sided there, he naturally suspected that the 
little fellow had been schooled to give 
this answer. A few grapes gained his good 
willand the further information that his 
father had gone away. A further question 
brought the information that his father’s 
name was Edward Howd, and that he had 
been called after his father.

The Mulcted German Fails to A 
pear in Court and the Inference 
Very Plain That He Has Been 
“Squared"—The Old, Old Game. 


The cases of E. C. (Poker) Davis and his 
confederate, A. Baker, for obtaining money 
under , false _ preten were called in 
Justice Taney’s court yesterday afternoon, 
fhe parties are confidence operators, the 
principal, Poker Davis, being one of the 
best workers of his class on the coasi, who 
has figured in perhaps more “turns’’ than 
aby one else in the city, and so far has 
managed, by some hook er crook, to keep 
on the ouside of the jail. A week or two 
ago the pair did up a young German named 
Joseph Schley for $15, The man ,kicked, 
and Davis and Baker were arrested 


and locked up in the City Prison, 
bail eing refused by the officers 
for their release, Schle was also 


jocked up as a witness. The men re- 
mained in the prison for a short time, when 
John Buster, one of the gang, went after 
Justice Taney, and brought him to his 
office, where the attorney for the two men, 
George M, Holton, was waiting for them. 
Buster then swore to acomplaint against 
them, which was drawn up by their attor- 
ney, on which a warrant was issued for 
them, and they were taken outof the City 
Prison and released on bail. Sebley was 
kept in prison for several days, when he 
was released, as there was no charge pend- 
ing against him. Davis and Baker ap- 
_peared before Justice Taney in due form, 
and their trial was set for yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. Promptly at that hour, 


in fact some time before, Davis and Baker, | 


accompanied by their attorney, Mr. Holton, 
appeared in court. Davis was in_ his 
usual good humor, and. freely joked 
with the court officers and others present, 
but Baker had but little: to say. Sergt. 
Davis and Officer Bosqui of the police force 
were also present as witnesses. A few 
minutes after 3 o’clock, Judge Harrison, 
representing the State, and Justice Taney 
entered the room, when Mr. Holton an- 
nounced that he was ready to proceed. 
Judgé Hurrison said that the prosecuting 
Witness, Schley, was notin thé courtroom, 
and that he was unable to proceed at this 
time. Mr. Halton had drawn up thé com- 
plaint and had left off the names of the 
witnesses, so that the oflicers had been un- 
-able to find them, and he would ask to have 
the case continued until such time as would 

ive the officers an opportunity to search 

orthem. Mr, Holton strongly objected to 
any further continuance, saying that 
if Sehley had wanted to appear against 
the men he would have been there, and 
it was a mere waste of time to put off the 
case any further, entailing an additional 
expense on the defendants. He wanted to go 
on at once, his anxiety perceptibly increas- 
ing when he knew for certain that the 
main witness was missing. Justice Taney, 
however, could not see it in this light. e 
said that there had been so many cases of 
this character befere him and nothing had 
ever come of them, that he was determined 
to give the officers every chance, and he 
therefore continued the cases until next 
Wednesday afternoon at 5 o’clock, instruct- 
ing the officers to use due diligence in 
searching for the missing witness, Schley, 
and ordering al! the witnesses in the case to 
appear without further notice. 

Of course when the cases are again called 
they will be dismissed. The prosecuting 
witness, who lost the money, has been 
“squared” and has got out of tawn, so that 
there is no evidence against the men, and 
they will go clear to ply their vocation 
until some other “sucker” squeals, when 
the same farce will be gone through with. 
The police, however, say that they will 
keepa sharp lookout after them, and will 
try and reduce their power for mischiéf to 

& minimum.

keep up our display longer. | 

he fruits arid vegetables seemed

We were asked scores of times every 
day such questions as these: What is 
the price ot land? Where is the best 
land? Have you railroad facilities ? 
Does farming pay ? Cana laboring- 
man get work Do you have earth- 
quakes ? Do you have snow? Wo you 
have water? Do you feed your stock 
the winter? Do you ever have 
the yellow fever ? etc., etc. ‘ 

If one out of every 25 who now say 
they are going to California should go, 
we will certainly have a large increase 
of population this coming winter, and 
the coming winter is already upon us 
here, for there are heavy frosts at 
night, and we go bundled up in our 
overceats, and the ladies in their furs, 
more than Californians do in De- 
cember.

The Cobden Club. 


The Cobden Club, so often referred 
to in our political contests, is a British 


association organized to promote free 


trade among nations, with headquar- 
ters in London. The motto on its seal 
is: ‘Free trade, good will among na- 
tions.”’ The society takes its name 
from Richard Cobden, an English 
statesmran born in 1804 and who died 
in 1865, Mr. Cobden in his time visited 
many countries, including the United 


| States, all in the interest of English 


manufacturers and free trade. He 
was a man of marked ability, but thor- 
oughly English; was the promoter of 
many enterprises and the advocate of a 
number of measures of great import- 
ance to that country. He was an 


| earnest advocate of peace and strongly 


urged, in several pamphlets, the arbi- 
tration of national disputes. With 
John Bright, Mr. Cobden was the con- 
stant friend of the United States dur- 
ing the late rebellion, but this tact does 
not prevent the leaders of the Confed- 
eracy from becoming members of the 
‘obden Club on the free-trade issue. 
Such southerners as Carlisle, Lanfar, 


}and Watterson have joined it, as have 


also several of the members of Mr. 
Cleveland’s Cabinet,as Bayard, Fair- 


traders of this-country are members of 
this British society, and it has become 
a sort of international association. 

_Mr.. Cobden, though a man of en- 
larged ideas on many subjects, was, 
like people of that country, generally 
strictly English in his notions, and 
British interests were always upper- 
most with him. -So keenly were his 
services appreciated by his people, that 
on his retiring from Parlhament, in 
1846, the British manufacturers raised 
for him by subscription the unprece- 
dented sum of $0,000 pounds, or $400,000, 
upon the receipt of which he retired 
from business, but afterwards visited 
the United States a second time in ad- 
vocacy of his favorite doctrine of free 
trade. He seems to have brought over 
a great many Americans to his way of 
thinking—a very good way, indeed, of 
thinking, for an English manufacturer, 
hke Mr. Cobden; but free trade isa 
very different proposition for an Ameri- 
can, as has been shown by a good deal 
of very sad experience in this country.

The Ojai Valiey—Santa Barbara Po- 


litical Matters 
SANTA BArBara, “Oct. 5,—-[Cor- 
respolidence of THe Times.]

Apart from the 
principal business street  sdarcely 
a tree has been removed from 
the townsite, so that most of 
the dwellings are almost entirely 
concealed from the spectator at even a | 
short distance. The Ojai Valley View, 
a: bright, newsy sheet, Republican in 
politics, is published at Nordhoff, and 
its appearance indicates that it re- 
ceives a liberal support. The town 
boasts of two good hotels, two 
churches, a graded public school, a 
newspaper, and other improvements, 
while many of the private residences 
make some pretensions to elegance.

Allison Makes the Opening Argu- 
ments for the Substitute.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Octe 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—In the Senate 
Mr. Blair offered a resolution, which was

Mr. Allison: I would not like to consent 
to that at the very beginning. It might be 
found that we wanted 11 days or 12 days.

There was some- 
thing which ought to be made clear in the 
beginning of the _ discussion, There 
were a few salient points which ought to be 
presented. One was that the Senate bill 
proposed to reduce the revenue between 
$65,000,000 and $73,000,000. This was the 
first opportunity which the Senate had to 
consider the great guestion of redurtion 
of the revenue since the revision of 1883. 
The House had occupied eight months in 
consideration of the question, but within a 
little over 60 days the Senate Committee on 
Finance had produced the biil now up. The 


purpose of strengthening the industries of

SWOKN IN. 


Chief Justice Fuller Takes the Oath 
of Office. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| *Chief Justice Fuller took the 
oath ofwoffice and assumed the active duties 
of his position today. An hour before the 
time for the opening of the court the nar- 
row space alloted to the general public in 
the court’ chamber was crowded by men 
and’ women, 
present were Judge Thurfian, who was con- 
ducted to a seat. within the space reserved 
for the Marshal, and who. became the con- 
spicuous center of attraction during the 
half hour preceding the entry of the Jus- 
tices. Tne Chief Justice arrived at the 
Capitol at 11:50, and proceeded to the 
private office of the court, where he took 
the oath of allegiance in the presence of the 
Associate Justices, the oath being adminis- 
tered by the senior member of the Court, 
Associate Justice Miller. 

At 12 o’clock the Associate Justices en- 
tered in procession. Justices Gray and 
Mathews were absent, as usual. The Chief 
Justice, weariug the robe of office, was es- 
corted to a place at the Clerk’s desk. The 
Clerk read the commission, after which 
Justice Fuller arose, holding a Bible in one 
hand, and read from manuscript the oath of 
office, as follows. 

“T, Melville Weston Fuller, do solemnly 
swear (or affirm) that I will adininister jus- 
tice without respect to persons, and do 
equal right to poor and torich, and that l 
will faitnfully, and impartially discharge 
and perform all the duties incumbent on 
meas Chief Justice of the United States 
according to the best of my ability and un- 
derstanding, agreeably to the Constitution 
oe laws of the United States. So help me 


His voice was clear and his enunciation 
firm and distinct at the beginning, but be- 
fore the end was reached a marked tremor 
was manifest. The Chief Justice was now 
escorted behind the bar and to his oflicial 
seat in the center. Again the court and as- 
semblage arose, this time without other 
summons than a wave of the hand _ by the 
Clerk. Justice Miller took the hand of the 
Chief Justice, and, with asmile of weicome, 
addressed him in a low voice: “Il welcome 
you, sir, on behalf of this court, as oue of 
its nembers and as its Chief Justice.”’ 

The Chief Justice bowed and took his 


admission to the bar. At the conclusion of 
thi3 ceremony the court adjourned, in order 
that the members might pay their respects 
in.a.body to the President of the United 
States.

A Senseless Fright Oyer the Bear 
Valley Dam 

REDLANDS-LUGONIA, Oct. 6.—}Cor- 
respondence of Tne Times.] The sen- 
sation here during the last two weeks 
has been the senseless scaré created 
about the Bear Valley dum, located in 
the mountains some twenty miles 


_hortheast of this place, and which con- 


fines an immense body of water which 
is used for irrigation here. It seems 
that there has been a quiet.contest for 
the control of this reservoir going on 
for some time. Certain parties wished 
to force the price of the stock down so 
that they could obtain a controlling in- 
terest at their own price. So stories 
were put in circulation that the dam 
Was in a dangerous condigion, and was 
apt to give way at any hour and flood 
the entire valley. Some busyhody sent 
a wildly alarming letter to the San 
Diego press, and as a result there was 
quite a sensation. The writer re- 
cently paid a visit to this dam,

SORE THROAT, 


_Inflammatory action of any kind in the nose 


edily extends itseifto the throat From 

e throat each briath we draw carries the 
fevtantion onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes: as these are involved the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradually 
diminished. tubercles may form and: bronchi- 
tis end in consumption. “Sore throat” the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases. differing wid ly from each other in 
their nature and treatment 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the windpipe and gullet. The several parte 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
wiands, which in health, secrete the lub: icat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the paiate 
and the tonsils 

,CUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

Th. most simpe form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane. re- 
sulting from recent cold. It ismost prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
& roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots, 
which look iike ulcers, form on the back of 
the turoat and about the root of the tongue 
If the attack te mild, these aphthous pvints 
dis»ppear .t the end of three or tour days, but 
when more severe they leave behind them 
8: erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de- 
renerate intoa chronic form, and gradually 
develop what is called granular dieexse, or it 
ma: endina» abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlar Ement of the tonsils and 
elongation of the uvu 

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the evens 
and nose. usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost aiways attended with hoarse- 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an origival dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate orzan'sm of this part, 


and journeying onward to 


the lungs hen it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms sare 
comparatively mild. There may be pan but 


ling which p ovokes cough. Many coaip!ain 
of a sensation as of “something st cking 4 
there,” to get rid of which they keepupa 
effort to clear the wind-;ipe. The 
voice is always more or less affected, beinx 
roughin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease * fully established. There 
is often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known as the “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adam), a heat and a sense of 
tightness and some slight diffi- 


culty in swallowing 

‘he causes which | produce this form of dis- 
ease are various. t arises in clergymen snd 
pubiie speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The v cal cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pee and produce irritation. It is more often 

mere sequel to sore throat, the inflamma- 
tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. 

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction cf the 
voice, and rarely until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Everyslizht cold. every 
change inthe wea her. every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
acv of its hold. 

On the other hand chr«nic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at cast very much aggra- 
vated, by the ‘irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring asa consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one ot the most distressing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. In this form there is more or less ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and cellular membranes, involving 
the muscular tissue and not unfrequently at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themselves. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the tungs, and dependent u on it. we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.” 

In addition to inflammation. acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of long continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, rendericg the voice husky 
and-indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from palsy of the cords, 
constituting an »ffection known to the physi- 
cians by the term of *Aphonia.’’ Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it is useless to try toeffectacure. Itis for 
this reason that judicious inhalations are sue- 
cessful when all Other means have been tried 
without avail. 

TONSILITIS 


Is an acute inflammation of the tonsils, 
which eonsists of a collection or mass of 
smail mucuous follicies or glands whose oflice 
is to secrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 

the throat moist. There are ,ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands. 
Tne trouble bewins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is atiended with 
great suffering. 


are_sometimes affected bya 
chronic and are found enlareed | 
and very much hardened. In such cases they 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irritating fluid, 
Which is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease. Inthe throats of many young 
persons these glands are 30 
large as to re: der respiration exceeding): 
difficult. The defective breathing Of Ghildre 
thus affected often occasions contraction of 
the chest,and lays the foundation for con- 
sumpiion. The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are just above the palate) are often 
inflamed, and partial deafness is the result, 

Many patients suffering from a throat dis- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 
of spirits. 50 often dves this symptom pre- 
sent itself thatit may almost be rewarded as 
one of the peculiar ties. ersons thus 
afflicted have usuully the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional de 
rangement of the liver. They are trequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriacai irrit- 
able. and often exhausted from other causes, 
in combinatioa with this disease, 

GRANULAR SORE THROAT 

Isthe most.serious form of throat disease. It 
is so callea because on loekingint» the throat 
granulations of var:ous sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they 
are reguiur and distinct. When allow d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the tarynx 
soon become involved, and then we have 
added tothe other symptons a buerkiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading a'oud, witha 
frequent effort to clear the w ind pipe, by which 
a thick, sticky  bluisn-colored mucous is 
forced off witht considerable difficulty.
